The  coin  we  feature  this  month  on  our  front  cover  is  the  obverse  of  a  silver  tetradrachm  of 
Macrinus  (A.D.  217-218)  struck  at  the  eastern  mint  of  Carrhae  in  Mesopotania.  Marcus 
Opellius  Macrinus  was  born  in  164  in  Caesarea  in  Mauretania,  a  port  second  only  to 
Carthage  in  North  Africa.  From  very  humble  beginnings  he  rose  through  the  ranks  to  achieve 
the  heights  of  being  Prefect  of  the  Praetonian  Guard  under  Caracalla.  As  such  he  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  murder  of  Caracalla,  an  act  largely  of  self-preservation,  and  became  the  first 
emperor  who  had  not  been  a  senator.  In  an  effort  to  appease  the  troops  he  took  the  name  of 
Severus  and  gave  his  young  son,  Diadumenian,  the  name  of  Antoninus — each  resonant  with 
the  glory  of  their  former  holders.  Caracalla’s  mother,  Julia  Domna,  was  forced  to  leave 
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Antioch  and  this,  combined  with  the  shock  that  her  son's  murder  had  been  greeted  with 
rejoicing  in  Rome,  led  to  her  suicide.  The  historian  Dio  relates  that  the  troops  were 
discontented  with  the  new  emperor;  the  solution  lay  in  Julia  Maesa’s  grandson  Bassianus 
(later  known  as  Elagabalus),  who  was  paraded  as  Caracalla’s  illegitimate  son.  Less  than  a 
month  later  Macrinus  was  defeated  in  a  battle  near  Antioch  on  8  June  after  a  reign  of  just 
under  fourteen  months. 

Despite  the  short  length  of  Macrinus'  reign  it  is  noted  for  the  vast  output  of  local  coinage  in 
the  eastern  Empire.  Caracalla  had  introduced  a  series  of  base  silver  tetradrachms  from  mints 
in  Syria,  Phoenicia  and  Palestine  to  strike  the  coins  needed  for  his  Parthian  campaign. 
Macrinus  continued  the  series  and  produced  some  outstanding  portrait  pieces  for  himself  and 
his  son  Diadumenian,  of  which  the  piece  featured  (B484)  is  an  excellent  example. 


A  BRONZE  CAVALLO  FROM  AQUILA,  CENTRAL  ITALY

King  Charles  VIII  of  France,  1483-98,  was  an  ambitious  young  man.  Like  Napoleon  he  had 
dreams  of  building  for  himself  an  Eastern  Empire  but,  unlike  Napoleon,  he  did  not  possess 
the  military  skills  to  match  his  ambitions.  He  began  with  a  claim  through  his  Angevin 
forebears  to  the  Kingdom  of  Naples.  To  this  he  had  added  (through  purchase!),  a  claim  to  the 
Byzantine  Empire,  which  had  fallen  to  the  Ottoman  Turks  in  1453.  King  Charles  intended  to 
claim  his  ‘rights'.  He  would  conquer  Naples  as  a  prelude  to  a  reconquest  of  Constantinople. 

In  September  1494  he  crossed  the  Alps  with  a  French  army  and,  despite  the  way  he  tended 
to  waste  his  time  on  personal  pleasure  when  he  ought  to  have  been  concentrating  on  military 
matters,  he  was  remarkably  successful.  The  Aragonese  rulers  of  Naples  were  very  unpopular 
and  the  French  were  received  with  acclaim  as  they  marched  into  Central  Italy;  on  22 
February  1495  Charles  entered  Naples.  When  he  found  that  the  Pope  was  unlikely  to 
perform  a  proper  coronation  for  him  he  made  another  entry  into  Naples  in  May — a  state 
occasion  for  which  he  wore  the  full  regalia  of  a  Byzantine  Emperor! 

The  French  did  not  remain  popular  for  long.  Charles  had  a  nasty  habit  of  depriving  the 
Italian  nobles  who  supported  him  of  their  offices,  to  bestow  them  on  his  French  favourites! 
He  was  soon  forced  to  retreat  and  was  very  lucky  to  get  back  safely  to  France,  reaching 
Lyons  on  9  November  1495.  In  1498  his  reign  came  to  an  ignominious  end — he  died,  aged 
28,  after  cracking  his  skull  against  a  low  lintel  in  his  favourite  chateau  of  Amboise.  However, 
during  his  brief  stay  in  Italy  a  number  of  towns  minted  coins  in  his  name  and  one  of  these,  a 
bronze  cavallo  from  the  central  Italian  city  of  Aquila,  is  illustrated.  It  is  called  a  ‘cavallo' 
because  the  original  cavallo  struck  for  Naples  by  the  Aragonese  ruler  Ferdinand  I,  1458-94, 
had  the  design  of  a  horse  on  the  reverse.  Similar  cavalli  naming  Charles  were  struck  by 
Naples,  Alvito,  Sulmona,  Chieti,  Manopello,  Ortona,  and  Sora.  Because  the  name  Aquila 
means  ‘eagle'  in  Latin,  a  small  eagle  has  been  added  to  the  reverse  of  the  Aquila  coins 
between  the  words  CIVITAS  and  AQVILANA.

The  first  aerial  flight  in  England  took  place  two  hundred  years  ago,  on  15  September  1784,  in 
a  balloon  built  and  flown  by  Vincenzo  Lunardi.  In  fact  the  history  of  balloon  flight  dates  back 
just  one  year  earlier  when  Jean  Francois  Pilatre  de  Rozier  demonstrated  the  first  free  flight, 
near  Paris,  in  a  balloon  built  by  the  Montgolfier  brothers.  Vincenzo  Lunardi  (1759-1806) 
was  born  in  Northern  Italy.  His  position  in  England  was  as  secretary  to  Prince  Caramenico, 
Neapolitan  ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St  James.  Lunardi  was  inspired  by  the  concept  of 
aerial  travel  and  set  about  the  task  of  making  and  ascending  in  a  balloon  himself.  He  was 
earnest  in  the  planning  of  this  project  and  even  drew  up  his  will  prior  to  the  ascent,  perhaps 
acknowledging  the  romantic  hit-and-miss  nature  of  the  whole  exercise. 

On  1 1  July  1784  Lunardi  wrote  to  the  Governor  of  Chelsea  Hospital  asking  for  the  use  of 
the  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  a  balloon  ascent,  and  was  accordingly  given  permission.  The 
balloon  itself  was  being  constructed  at  the  “Lyceum”,  Exeter-Change,  Strand,  and  was  made 
of  oiled-silk,  varnished  inside  and  out,  coloured  with  blue  and  red  alternate  stripes.  It  had  a 
diameter  of  33  feet  and  a  circumference  of  102  feet,  and  was  covered  with  a  pall  of  netting 
from  which  was  suspended  a  basket,  or  gallery,  8x6  feet,  containing  wings,  oars  and  a 
running  grapple  to  facilitate  a  landing. 

Subsequent  to  Lunardi  being  granted  the  said  permission,  a  Frenchman  named  De  Moret 
announced  that  he  too  would  make  an  ascent  from  Chelsea  Hospital  Grounds,  sometime  in 
the  middle  of  August.  Lunardi  was  not  prepared  to  jeopardise  the  success  of  his  own  project 
by  hurriedly  bringing  the  date  forward,  even  though  the  thought  that  he  might  not  be  the  first 
aerial  traveller  in  England  did  matter.  At  any  rate  an  assembly  of  between  fifty  and  sixty 
thousand  people  had  gathered  to  watch  De  Moret’s  effort  at  the  Hospital  grounds  on  1 1 
August.  The  crowd  waited  for  three  hours  and  after  many  unsuccessful  attempts  the  balloon 
finally  collapsed  into  the  fire  which  had  expanded  it.  In  frustration,  some  of  the  crowd  tore 
the  balloon  into  pieces;  the  immediate  neighbourhood  is  reported  to  have  been  littered  with 
fencing  and  rubble  which  had  been  ripped  up.  Not  surprisingly  the  Governor  of  the  Hospital 
revoked  the  permission  he  had  earlier  granted  Lunardi,  fearing  a  repeat  of  this  episode. 
Forced  to  look  elsewhere,  he  found  an  equitable  site  at  Moorfields,  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Honourable  Artillery  Company,  and  obtained  the  necessary  permission. 

Dr  George  Fordyce,  an  emminent  scientist  and  physician,  supervised  the  preparations  for 
filling  the  balloon:  zinc  by  means  of  diluted  vitriolic  acid,  steel  filings  and  other  ingredients, 
and  oversaw  the  actual  filling  operation  which  began  the  night  before  the  15th.  Fordyce  had 
left  Moorfields  at  midnight  with  instructions  that  the  filling  was  to  continue  throughout  the 
night.  He  returned  at  four  in  the  morning  to  find  the  workmen  in  a  drunken  state,  having 
neglected  to  fill  the  balloon  completely.  Lunardi  was  to  have  a  companion  in  flight,  a  Mr 
Biggin,  but  it  was  found  that  the  combined  weights  of  the  two  men  were  unequal  to  that  of  the 
machine,  which,  because  it  had  been  insufficiently  filled,  failed  to  lift. 
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A  crowd  of  about  150,000  people  is  said  to  have  gathered  on  15  September  to  witness 
Lunardi's  attempt,  capturing  the  imagination  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  William  Pitt,  and  the 
rest  of  the  assembly  alike.  On  the  firing  of  a  cannon  from  Armoury  House  on  the  edge  of  the 
Honourable  Artillery  Company's  grounds  the  cords  holding  the  structure  were  severed  and 
the  machine,  carrying  Lunardi  together  with  a  dog,  cat  and  pigeon,  was  launched  at  about 
2.05  p.m.  amidst  loud  cheers  and  applause.  Perhaps  with  public  relations  in  mind,  Lunardi 
had  brought  a  “speaking  trumpet”  to  communicate  at  low  altitude  with  spectators.  He  first 
travelled  over  St  Paul’s  Cathedral  and  Pall  Mall  before  proceeding  north  towards  Highgate. 
Lunardi  had  also  taken  food  and  a  supply  of  Madeira  wine  to  help  in  combating  the  extreme 
cold — in  fact  he  descended  at  3.30  p.m.  on  the  common  at  South  Mimms,  Hertfordshire,  and 
without  landing  threw  out  his  cat  who  was  suffering  from  the  icy  conditions.  His  pigeon  had 
escaped  in  the  early  part  of  the  flight  so  he  was  left  with  only  the  dog  who,  he  reports,  slept 
for  most  of  the  flight.  At  4.20  p.m.  he  finally  descended  at  Collier’s  Wood  in  the  Parish  of 
Standon,  near  Ware  in  Hertfordshire,  having  travelled  about  seventy-six  miles  altogether  at 
an  altitude  of  15,000  feet.  Such  were  the  extremes  of  cold  that  ice  had  formed  around  the 
outside  of  the  gallery.  The  descent  had  been  witnessed  by  a  number  of  farm  workers  and 
Lunardi  obtained  signed  voluntary  depositions  from  four  of  them  to  that  effect. 

This  event  had  inspired  the  minds  and  imaginations  of  the  nation  and  made  Lunardi  a 
national  hero.  An  example  of  this  adulation  is  related  in  Lunardi’s  tracts  surrounding  the 
incidents  relating  to  the  flight.  Passing  rather  low  over  Clerkenwell  one  of  the  wings  had 
broken  off  and  fallen  in  Ray  Street;  this  was  retrieved  by  a  Mrs  Godfrey  but  was  thereafter 
seized  by  someone  in  a  crowd  and  wrested  from  her  grasp.  She  declared  that  the  loss  of  her 
husband  or  children  would  scarcely  have  given  her  more  unhappiness  at  being  so  cruelly 
despoiled  of  this  signal  of  good  luck  which  the  flying  conjuror  had  thrown  in  her  lap;  strong 
emotions,  but  no  less  a  loyalty  than  that  accorded  celebrities  of  today.  Lunardi  had  clearly 
won  everyone's  heart  and  his  success  inspired  a  variety  of  commemorative  items,  including 
the  unsigned  portrait  medal  which  was  produced  in  the  wake  of  this  acclaim,  although  by 
whom  is  not  clear. 

Lunardi  made  further  ascents  at  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  and  exhibited  himself  and  his 
machine  at  the  Pantheon  in  Oxford  Street,  London.  He  also  wrote  a  number  of  accounts  of 
the  various  flights  which  he  made.  Sadly,  Lunardi  died  in  relative  obscurity,  such  is  the 
temperament  of  public  favour,  and  spent  his  last  days  in  a  convent  in  Lisbon.

THE  SIX  BUST  TYPES  ON  WILLIAM  III  SHILLINGS 

P.  E.  SH1MMIN 

Over  a  period  of  only  seven  years  (1695  to  1701),  six  different  bust  types  were  featured  on  the 
shillings  of  King  William  III,  and  the  main  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  point  out  the 
characteristics  of  each,  plus  the  sometimes  subtle  differences  between  them.  Before  this, 
however,  here  are  a  few  comments  on  some  other  important  aspects  of  this  coinage  in 
general. 

William's  reign  is  famous  for  the  Great  Recoinage  which  was  undertaken  between  1696 
and  1698,  necessitating  the  employment  of  five  provincial  mints:  Bristol,  Chester,  Exeter, 
Norwich  and  York.  All  coins  produced  at  these  branch  mints  bear  their  relevant  initial 
beneath  the  King's  bust.  Due  to  the  very  large  numbers  struck  many  of  the  coins  which 
passed  into  circulation  were  of  inferior  quality,  often  with  parts  of  the  design  not  struck  up; 
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quantity  rather  than  quality  being  important  in  an  effort  to  replace  the  clipped  and  worn  ham¬ 
mered  coins,  which  were  so  prevalent. 

Provenance  marks  or  symbols  were  used  on  a  few  shillings  of  William  III  between  1698 
and  1701.  Plumes  in  the  reverse  angles  indicate  silver  from  Welsh  mines  and  are  on  coins  of 
the  third  bust  variety  and  fifth  bust.  Roses  denote  west  of  England  silver  and  are  found  on 
fifth  bust  coins  of  1699  only. 

The  die-engraving  was  carried  out  initially  by  James  Roettier,  a  Dutchman  who  was  subse¬ 
quently  found  guilty  of  smuggling  dies  of  previous  coinages  out  of  the  Royal  Mint  to  France. 
Roettier  was  responsible  for  the  first  bust  and  another  foreigner,  the  German,  John  Croker,  is 
thought  to  have  produced  all  the  later  dies  from  1697  onwards,  encompassing  the  third,  third 
variety,  fourth  and  fifth  busts.  This  leaves  the  very  individual  second  bust,  which  is  generally 
attributed  to  the  chief  engraver,  Henry  Harris  who  worked  principally  on  seals  rather  than 
coin  dies. 

The  first  bust  appears  on  shillings  of  1695  through  to  1697,  whereas,  apart  from  two  rare 
provincial  pieces  dated  1696  (which  are  almost  certainly  mules),  all  third  bust  shillings  are  of 
1697.  The  differences  between  these  two  busts  are  only  small;  although  there  are  very  minor 
changes  made  to  the  hair  arrangement  on  the  third  bust,  the  only  practical  means  of 
differentiating  it  from  the  first  bust  is  by  the  slightly  ageing  appearance  of  the  King’s  face. 
Unfortunately,  on  coins  which  have  seen  considerable  circulation,  these  distinguishing 
features  are  virtually  absent.  There  is  one  other  point  though;  the  ties  behind  the  monarch’s 
head  are  longer  and  thinner  on  the  third  bust.  On  worn  coins  this  would  certainly  set  the  two 
types  apart  more  readily.  The  Tower  mint  pieces  with  these  busts  are  generally  common  but 
the  issues  from  the  provincial  mints  are  a  good  deal  scarcer,  especially  in  the  higher  grades. 

The  Lord  Hamilton  collection  of  English  milled  silver,  which  was  sold  in  1979,  contained  a 
magnificent  1697  first  bust  shilling  in  mint  state,  with  a  superb  portrait.  It  sold  for  £190.  In 
1950  a  good  extremely  fine  specimen  could  be  bought  for  just  over  one  pound. 

There  is  a  unique  shilling  of  William  III,  dated  1696,  with  the  second  bust.  This  type  is  very 
distinctive  in  that  there  are  two  locks  of  hair  across  the  breast  of  the  King.  In  addition,  much 
other  detail  of  the  hair  is  different  from  the  first  bust  and  the  whole  portrait  is  considerably 
broader.  Furthermore,  the  profile  is  unlikely  to  have  met  with  the  King’s  approval,  as  it  is 
rather  unattractive  to  say  the  least.  The  coin  itself,  however,  is  by  no  means  unattractive;  but 
then  a  unique  item  is  not  likely  to  be  so,  is  it?  Lord  Hamilton  acquired  this  shilling  in  1949 
from  B.A.  Seaby  Ltd  at  a  cost  of  £52.  10s  (£52.50),  and  thirty  years  later  he  sold  it  through 
Spink  Auctions  for  £13,000.  Apparently  a  previous  owner  had  bought  the  coin  from  an 
antique  dealer’s  tray  for  just  one  and  sixpence  (7y  pence)!  He  did  not  appreciate  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  his  find,  however,  until  some  years  later,  after  becoming  more  of  a  specialist  in 
the  English  milled  series. 

The  portrait  known  as  the  third  bust  variety  shows,  in  fact,  very  little  similarity  to  the  third 
bust,  although  the  general  arrangement  of  the  King’s  hair  does  not  vary  to  any  extent 
throughout  the  reign,  with  the  exception  of  the  unique  second  bust  shilling.  It  is,  as  would  be 
expected,  the  facial  features,  or  profiles,  which  characterise  the  individual  bust  types,  though 
the  hair  does  have  a  bearing  on  the  style  of  the  later  busts,  as  will  be  noted  shortly.  Compared 
with  the  third  bust,  the  third  bust  variety  has  much  heavier,  coarser  features.  Actually, 
William’s  profile  shows  a  far  greater  change  than  is  the  case  between  the  first  and  third  busts; 
it  could  be  said  that  his  face  has  a  somewhat  ‘puffed  up’  appearance.  The  standard  1697 
Tower  mint  shilling  of  this  bust  type  is  probably  not  as  common  as  is  sometimes  thought.  It  is 
certainly  a  little  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  the  common  dates  with  first  and  third  busts  and, 
although  listed  as  ‘normal’  (that  is  neither  scarce  nor  common)  in  Seaby’s  English  Silver 
Coinage ,  it  is  described  as  scarce  in  Spink’s  Milled  Coinage  of  England. 

The  Lord  Hamilton  piece,  sold  in  1979,  was  graded  good  very  fine  to  extremely  fine,  and 
fetched  £110.  In  1949,  Seaby’s  advertised  a  good  very  fine  specimen  in  their  August  Coin  & 
Medal  Bulletin  at  sixteen  shillings  (80  pence). 
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The  fourth  bust  which,  following  the  third  bust  variety,  is  actually  number  five  in  sequence, 
has  for  many  years  been  given  the  novel  nick  name  'flaming  hair’.  As  many  numismatists  are 
aware,  this  term  derives  from  the  fact  that  the  hair  above  the  crown  of  the  King’s  head  shows 
considerable  likeness  to  leaping  flames;  whoever  was  initially  responsible  for  using  the  name 
certainly  put  their  imagination  to  good  use.  Again  I  would  stress  that,  in  general,  the  hair  is 
very  similar  to  that  on  the  earlier  types  (second  bust  excluded,  of  course),  but  it  is  this  con¬ 
spicuous  top-hair  which  attractively,  and  most  effectively,  characterises  this  fourth  bust.  The 
face  of  the  King  is  shown  with  very  sharp  features  and  is  distinctly  aquiline  in  appearance; 
much  more  so  than  the  previous  type.  1698  and  1699  are  the  two  dates  for  this  issue,  of 
which  no  varieties  are  known. 

Two  superb  specimens  in  the  Lord  Hamilton  collection  fetched  £800  and  £680,  while  the 
H.  Manville  1698  piece,  also  sold  through  Spink  Auctions,  realised  £520  in  June  1980.  This 
last  piece  was  originally  offered  in  Seaby’s  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin  in  February  1966  at  £55. 
These  ‘flaming-hair’  shillings  are  difficult  to  find  even  in  lower  grades;  Spink’s  listed  one  in 
their  Numismatic  Circular ,  February  1983,  graded  about  fine,  and  the  price  was  £90. 

The  final  bust  type  is  found  on  shillings  of  1699  through  to  1701  and  has,  like  the  fourth 
bust,  been  honoured  with  its  own  special  name:  the  ‘hair-high’  type,  although  it  is  normally 
known  simply  as  the  fifth  bust.  The  hair  at  the  top  of  the  head  does  show  a  tendency  to  be 
’piled  up’;  nevertheless  it  does  not  in  this  respect  differ  greatly  from  the  third  bust.  The  fifth 
bust  also  exhibits  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  curls  and  general  arrangement  of  the  hair,  but  I 
would  emphasise  that  these  differences  are  very  small.  The  tie  at  the  back  projects  in  a  more 
horizontal  direction  than  on  previous  types  and  the  overall  appearance  is  of  a  pleasantly  neat, 
artistic  piece  of  work.  It  is,  in  fact,  very  similar  in  style  to  the  portrait  used  on  the  State  of 
Britain  medal,  and  also  to  that  on  the  ‘fine  work’  gold  coins  of  1701.  The  profile  gives  the 
impression  of  a  slightly  older  monarch  compared  with  earlier  busts,  though  it  could  certainly 
not  be  described  as  in  any  way  unflattering. 

The  common  date  is  1700  although  a  variety  with  no  stops  on  the  reverse  is  considerably 
rarer.  Apparently,  some  years  back,  large  numbers  of  1700  shillings  were  discovered  in  a 
bank  vault,  where  they  had  been  ‘entombed’  for  almost  two  hundred  years.  In  the  early  1970s 
these  shillings  could  be  bought  in  extremely  fine  condition  for  around  £20.  The  specimen 
offered  in  Seaby’s  Bulletin  in  June  1958  was  in  nearly  FDC  state,  and  priced  at  £  1 . 1 5s 
(£1.75).  This  piece  was  sold  again  at  Spink’s  coin  auction  in  1980,  and  fetched  £280.  What  a 
sound  investment  that  coin  proved  to  be! 

There  is  an  excessively  rare  1700  fifth  bust  shilling  with  a  small  plume  below  the  King's 
bust.  It  was  struck  from  Welsh  silver  and  only  five  examples  (all  in  lowish  grades)  are  thought 
to  exist,  three  of  which  have  come  on  to  the  market  during  the  last  few  years.  They  realised 
£550,  £720,  and  £1600;  all  being  sold  through  Spink  Auctions.

NEW  ROYAL  EFFIGIES

Buckingham  Palace,  9.00  a.m.,  Wednesday  8th  August,  1984. 

“The  Queen  has  approved  two  new  effigies  for  use  on  the  United  Kingdom  coinage  from 
1st  January  next.  One  is  for  use  on  circulating  coins  from  the  penny  to  the  pound,  while  the 
other  is  intended  for  any  large  commemorative  pieces  which  may  be  issued  in  future.  Her 
Majesty  has  signified  that  the  new  effigies  may  also  be  used  by  the  Governments  of  Com¬ 
monwealth  countries  who  wish  to  show  Her  Majesty’s  portrait  on  their  coins.  The  effigies  are 
the  work  of  Mr  Raphael  Maklouf,  FRSA.” 

The  effigy  for  ordinary  circulating  coins  will  be  adopted  for  United  Kingdom  coins  dated 
1985.  Coins  dated  1984  will  therefore  be  the  last  to  bear  the  effigy  by  Arnold  Machin,  OBE, 
RA,  which  was  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  June  1964  and  which  first  appeared  on  United 
Kingdom  coins  in  1968.  The  Machin  effigy  replaced  that  by  Mary  Gillick,  OBE,  which  had 
been  in  use  since  the  beginning  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign. 

In  accordance  with  the  tradition  dating  back  to  the  seventeenth  century  by  which  succes¬ 
sive  Monarchs  face  in  opposite  directions,  the  new  portraits  by  Mr  Maklouf  continue  to  show 
The  Queen  facing  to  the  right.  Also  in  accordance  with  tradition.  Her  Majesty  is  shown  in 
profile;  full-face  and  three-quarter-face  portraits  last  appeared  on  the  English  coinage  in  the 
reigns  of  Henry  VII  and  Edward  VI.  The  new  effigy  for  circulating  coins  marks  a  return  to 
the  “couped”  busts  (i.e.  cut  off  above  the  shoulders)  which  were  used  during  the  first  fifty 
years  of  the  present  century.  Since  at  least  1662  the  effigy  of  a.  King  has  normally  been 
couped,  though  on  occasion  as  an  additional  distinction  between  gold  and  other  coins  the 
effigy  on  the  lower  denominations  included  some  drapery  and  shoulder.  Portraits  of  Queens 
have  generally  taken  the  latter  form,  the  outstanding  exception  being  William  Wyon’s 
“Young  Head”  of  Queen  Victoria.  The  Gillick  and  Machin  effigies  were  not  couped  and  Mr 
Maklouf  has  followed  suit  for  the  effigy  selected  for  future  large  commemorative  coins. 

In  the  new  portraits  The  Queen  is  shown  with  the  diadem  which  she  wears  on  her  way  to 
and  from  the  State  Opening  of  Parliament. 
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The  effigies  were  selected  on  the  advice  of  the  Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee.  This 
Committee  was  established  in  1922  to  advise  on  matters  connected  with  the  designing  and 
preparation  of  coins,  medals,  seals  and  decorations.  Seventeen  artists,  from  Commonwealth 
countries  as  well  as  from  the  United  Kingdom,  accepted  invitations  to  submit  portrait  models. 
In  all  thirty-eight  models  were  received  and  these  models,  identified  only  by  a  number,  were 
then  examined  by  the  Committee.  For  this  purpose  the  Committee  was  joined  by 
representatives  of  the  Governments  of  those  countries  which  had  nominated  artists  to  take 
part  in  the  competition.  The  Committee  selected  a  group  of  models  by  Mr  Maklouf  as  being 
the  most  promising  and  he  was  then  granted  a  sitting  by  Her  Majesty  in  order  to  make  minor 
adjustments  to  the  portraits.  After  examining  revised  models  by  Mr  Maklouf  the  Committee 
decided  to  recommend  two  of  his  portraits  for  use  on  the  United  Kingdom  coinage. 

Royal  Mint  News  Release 

A  COLCHESTER  PENNY  (c.  1153) 

JOSEPH  BISPHAM 


It  is  the  purpose  of  this  note  to  place  on  record  a  penny  struck  during  the  reign  of  Stephen 
(c.  1  153).  The  penny  in  question  is  of  the  B.M.C.  type  VI,  and  was  struck  at  Colchester,  it 
was  found  with  the  aid  of  a  metal  detector  alongside  the  Thames  at  London. 

The  mint  signature  is  quite  clear  COLE,  the  moneyer  on  the  other  hand  is  not,  we  have 
part  of  the  first  letter  and  the  last  two  letters  of  his  name.  Although  the  moneyer’s  name  is  not 
certain  it  could  be  that  of  ALFPINE  a  moneyer  that  is  to  be  found  on  the  reverse  of  the 
Stephen  type  I  of  Colchester  (Watford  type). 

The  moneyers  that  worked  at  the  mint  at  Colchester  during  the  reign  of  Stephen  were: 
B.M.C.  I:  ALFPINE;  EDPARD;  SAFARE.  B.M.C.  II:  RANDVLF.  B.M.C.  VI:  ( )NE. 
B.M.C.  VII:  GOD( ). 

Obverse:  STIEFNE.  Crowned  bust  of  Stephen  to  left,  holding  sceptre,  no  inner  circle. 

Reverse:  h - NE:ON  :COLE  Cross  fleury,  small  saltire  in  centre;  in  each  angle  a  pile 

surmounted  by  a  trefoil  of  annulets, 
wt.  19  grains. 

Mack1  notes  eight  mints  that  struck  Type  VI  of  Stephen,  they  are:  Bedford,  Canterbury, 
Castle  Rising,  Hastings,  Lewes,  London,  Norwich,  (?)  Sudbury.  With  the  exception  of 
Sudbury  all  the  other  mints  Mack  listed  struck  BMC  Type  II  of  Stephen  and,  as  with  Type  II, 
all  the  mints  are  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  country.  No  Type  VI  coins  of  Stephen  have  an 
English  hoard  provenance.  To  date  less  than  thirty  coins  from  the  various  mints  have  been 
noted.  As  for  the  Sudbury  coin  ‘Copenhagen  Museum',  Mack  lists  this  coin: 

Obv.  +  STIEFNE 
Rev.  +  AL[  ]N:  SVB. 

But,  as  can  be  seen  in  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles ,  18  Royal  Collections  of  Coins  and 
Medals  National  Museum  Copenhagen  (No.  1404,  Plate  51),  the  mint  is  not  SVB  but  SOR. 
So  it  is  with  some  doubt  that  this  coin  can  be  attributed  to  Sudbury.

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In  London  on  a  warm  mid-July  evening  a  stream  of  figures  could  be  seen  converging  on  one 
of  the  handsome  white-painted  Georgian  buildings  facing  Regent’s  Park.  They  were  the 
family,  friends  and  admirers  of  Christopher  Evelyn  Blunt,  gathering  at  the  British  Academy 
to  honour  this  doyen  of  British  numismatics,  now  80  years  of  age.  He  was  to  receive  from  his 
friends  a  cast  portrait  medal  which  had  been  commissioned  as  a  token  of  their  regard. 

Characteristically,  when  he  had  first  heard  of  this  project  he  had  enquired  whether  the 
commission  could  go  to  a  young  artist  rather  than  to  an  established  medallist.  A  small 
judging  committee,  chaired  by  Dr  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland,  received  designs  submitted  by  five  of 
the  prize-winners  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  design  awards  for  students,  and  they  had 
unanimously  chosen  the  design  prepared  by  Annabel  Eley,  a  young  artist  who  has  recently 
been  designing  jewellery.  Annabel  Eley  chose  to  model  a  profile  bust  which  is  relatively  small 
and  ingeniously  set  against  the  reverse  of  a  silver  penny  of  King  Offa  of  Mercia,  framed 
within  a  circle  of  elegant  lettering  of  eighth-century  Anglo-Saxon  style.  The  reverse  of  the 
medal  depicts  a  cascade  of  silver  pennies. 

Before  making  the  presentation  of  a  silver  specimen  of  the  medal  Dr  Humphrey  Sutherland 
spoke  of  Christopher  Blunt’s  sustained  research  in  numismatics  over  many  years, 
particularly,  but  not  only,  in  the  field  of  Anglo-Saxon  coinage,  and  of  the  encouragement  that 
he  had  always  given  to  others,  especially  to  young  collectors  and  students.  In  replying 
Christopher  Blunt  recalled  how  he  had  been  befriended  and  stimulated  to  take  an  interest  in 
numismatics  by  John  and  Earle  Shirley-Fox  when  at  school  at  Marlborough,  and  how 
astonished  he  had  been  to  find  that  John  Shirley-Fox’s  collection  had  been  bequeathed  to 
him.  He  also  spoke  of  the  friendships  with  and  influence  of  Sir  Frank  Stenton  and  other 
historians  and  archaeologists,  and  of  the  importance  of  other  disciplines  to  the  development 
of  numismatics. 

Christopher  Blunt,  after  a  distinguished  war  record  (retired  as  Colonel),  was  made  an 
O.B.E.  in  1945  and  became  an  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Merit  (U.S.A.).  He  was  a  partner  and 
later  an  executive  director  of  a  firm  of  merchant  bankers  until  his  retirement  in  1964.  He  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  London  in  1936;  he  was  President  of  the 
British  Numismatic  Society  1946-50  and  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  1956-61,  as  well 
as  presiding  for  a  time  over  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies.  He  has  also  been 
president  of  several  local  numismatic  societies,  the  Wiltshire  Archaeological  Society  and  the 
Society  of  Medieval  Archaeology.  He  has  been  awarded  the  medals  of  the  British 
Numismatic  Society  (1951),  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  (1969)  and  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  (1973),  and  he  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  French  Numismatic 
Society.  A  listing  of  his  papers  and  lectures  on  numismatics  given  between  1931  and  1972-73 
takes  twenty-one  pages  in  the  special  volume  of  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  published  in 
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1974  on  the  occasion  of  his  70th  birthday.  This  same  volume  contains  one  of  his  major 
works,  a  survey  of  the  coinage  of  Aethelstan  (924-939).  His  principle  studies  have  concerned 
8th- 10th  century  coinages,  perhaps  the  most  important  being  “The  Coinage  of  Offa”  in 
Anglo-Saxon  Coins:  studies  presented  to  F.  M.  S  teuton  on  the  occasion  of  his  80  th  Birthday. 
But  many  of  his  writings  have  been  joint  contributions  with  other  experts,  such  as  “The 
Chester  (1950)  hoard”  with  Michael  Dolley,  “The  coinage  of  Southern  England  796-840” 
with  C.  S.  S.  Lyon  and  Ian  Stewart,  “A  remarkable  Parcel  of  Norman  Pennies  in  Moscow” 
with  F.  Elmore  Jones  and,  in  the  Plantagenet  series,  “The  Coinages  of  Edward  IV  and  Henry 
VI  (restored)”  with  C.  A.  Whitton. 

However,  undoubtedly  one  of  Christopher  Blunt's  most  valuable  contributions  to 
numismatics  has  been  the  part  he  has  played  in  initiating  and  developing  the  Sylloge  of  Coins 
of  the  British  Isles ,  which  has  been  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Academy,  a 
body  to  which  he  was  elected  a  Fellow  in  1965.  The  Sylloge ,  now  shortly  to  reach  its  thirty- 
fifth  volume,  is  providing  students  of  numismatics  with  a  corpus  of  material  held  not  only  by 
provincial  museums  and  major  private  collections  in  Britain,  but  also  by  the  great  collections 
in  Copenhagen,  New  York  and  Helsinki,  with  others  in  preparation.  Shortly  to  be  published  is 
the  first  of  the  British  Museum  volumes  of  the  Sylloge  dealing  with  English  coins  on  which 
Christopher  Blunt  has  been  working  with  Marion  Archibald  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and 
Medals.  This  will  cover  tenth-century  coinage  from  Aethelstan  to  the  reform  of  Eadgar. 

Eighty  years  seem  only  to  have  increased  Christopher  Blunt’s  vigour,  and  his  unrivalled 
experience  and  wise  counsel  continue  to  be  given  to  those  who  call  on  them.  His  friends  will 
look  forward  to  many  more  numismatic  contributions  from  his  pen.

BRIAN  BORU:  MONARCH 

A.  F.  AMANN 


Like  many  great  men  of  the  pre-Norman  Conquest  period  of  our  history  Brian  had  a  pedigree 
that  was  largely  legendary.  However,  we  know  with  some  degree  of  accuracy  that  early  in  the 
ninth  century  the  Danes  came  to  Ireland,  just  as  they  did  to  England,  and  plundered  the 
country  or  settled  when  the  fancy  took  them.  There  then  commenced  a  continual  war 
between  the  Irish  and  the  Danes  which  lasted  for  many  years. 

Brian  was  born  in  926,  the  younger  son  of  a  chieftain  named  Cenedid — a  name  more 
memorable  in  its  modern  form  of  Kennedy.  Cenedid  was  killed  fighting  the  Danes  in  95 1.  His 
elder  son  Mahon  continued  the  war  until  weak  from  wounds,  and  lack  of  supplies,  he  was 
forced  to  make  peace  with  the  Danes.  But  his  brother  Brian  refused  to  do  so  and  at  length 
persuaded  Mahon  to  resume  the  fighting  by  an  attack  on  the  Danish  stronghold  of  Limerick. 
They  were  successful;  thousands  of  Danes  were  killed  and  the  town  looted.  When  Mahon  was 
killed  in  976  Brian  became  king  and  swore  to  avenge  his  brother.  This  he  did  in  a  series  of 
battles  until  by  984  the  Danes  were  completely  beaten  and  Brian  became  king  of  Munster  and 
supreme  in  the  south  of  Ireland. 

Brian  was  probably  educated  at  a  monastery  but  he  grew  up  in  an  age  when  deeds  of 
warfare  were  the  only  way  of  attaining  power.  To  him  is  attributed  the  surname  system  which 
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spread  across  Europe.  He  was  known  as  Brian  Boroimhe,  anglicised  as  Boru,  a  name  derived 
from  the  word  Boromean,  a  tribute  of  cattle  and  goods  which  he  demanded  when  he  became 
king. 

Having  decisively  defeated  the  Danes  he  turned  his  attention  to  developing  the  country  and 
built  churches  and  schools,  and  constructed  bridges  and  roads.  This  period  of  peace  and 
prosperity,  however,  was  shattered  in  1014  when  the  Danes  again  invaded  Ireland  in  greater 
numbers.  According  to  one  authority  they  came  from  Iceland,  France  and  Flanders  and 
arrived  in  Dublin  Bay  on  Palm  Sunday  1014.  Brian  marched  against  them  and  was  joined  by 
troops  f  om  Meath  and  Connaught.  There  was  no  cavalry  but  several  thousand  men  on  each 
side.  The  day  of  the  battle,  fought  at  Clontarf,  was  Good  Friday,  23  April,  1014,  and  Brian, 
who  was  now  aged  88,  naturally  took  no  part  in  it.  He  retired  to  a  tent  a  half  a  mile  from  the 
battlefield  accompanied  by  one  attendant.  His  forces  prevailed  and  at  the  end  of  the  day  the 
Danes  were  driven  from  the  field.  Unfortunately,  a  small  party  in  flight,  came  across  the  king 
in  his  tent  and  slew  him.  His  body  was  taken  to  Armagh  where  it  lay  in  State  for  twelve  days 
before  burial  on  the  north  side  of  the  altar  in  the  great  church  where  now  stands  the  cathedral. 

Brian  was,  by  the  standards  of  his  time,  a  good  king  and  certainly  a  wise  and  brave  one, 
and  he  has  gone  into  history  as  one  of  Ireland’s  greatest  sons. 

A  token,  probably  manufactured  by  Peter  Skidmore  and  issued  for  sale  to  collectors,  has 
on  the  obverse  a  crowned  bust  of  a  king  facing  right  with  a  sceptre.  The  legend  reads  “Bryen 
Boiroimhe  King  of  Munster”.  On  the  reverse  is  a  wheatsheaf  and  sickle  between  two  birds 
with  the  legend  “Peace  and  plenty.  Halfpenny”.  This  token  is  rare. 

OBITUARY 

HAROLD  GOOD 

The  death  of  Harold  Good  on  14  June  in  his  seventy-fourth  year  is  a  loss  to  the  numismatic  fraternity  in 
the  South  and  West  of  one  of  its  best-known  and  liked  personalities. 

Harold  James  Martin  Good  was  born  on  1 1  August  1910.  His  early  days  were  spent  at  sea  serving 
on  many  of  the  famous  ocean  liners  which  operated  from  his  home  town  of  Southampton.  Over  tea, 
cucumber  sandwiches  and  cakes  I  used  to  listen  to  many  tales  he  could  tell  of  life  with  White  Star  and 
Cunard.  It  was  during  this  period  he  became  interested  in  numismatics  and  collected  at  first  all  manner 
of  coins  of  the  world. 

Over  the  past  thirty-five  years  as  a  member  of  the  Wessex  Numismatic  Society  he  travelled  from 
Southampton  to  Bournemouth,  rarely  ever  missing  a  meeting.  He  served  on  the  Committee,  and  after 
the  loss  of  our  President  Dr  Edward  Burstal,  and  our  Secretary  Gordon  White  within  a  few  months  of 
each  other,  as  Chairman  he  helped  hold  the  Society  together.  Harold  was  proud  to  be  President  when 
the  Wessex  hosted  the  B.A.N.S.  Congress  in  April  1973.  He  retained  the  office  for  five  years,  and  was 
subsequently  made  a  Hon.  Life  Member  and  awarded  the  Wessex  Society’s  medal  for  long  and  faithful 
service. 

He  was  one  of  the  founder  members  of  the  Southampton  Numismatic  Society  and  at  its  first  meeting 
in  March  1953  he  was  elected  Chairman.  Over  the  years  he  held  other  offices  on  the  Committee,  and 
was  Secretary  from  1960  until  his  death.  Another  office  he  held  from  its  inception,  was  South-West 
Area  Secretary  of  the  B.A.N.S.  He  attended  most  congresses  and  enjoyed  meeting  collectors  from  other 
parts  of  the  country.  He  was  in  1972  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  but  resigned 
last  year. 

His  coin  collecting  interests  were  many  and  varied,  including  the  Roman  and  Byzantine  series, 
English  silver  and  copper  and  issues  of  the  Russian  Czars.  But  like  Sir  John  Hanham  before  him,  his 
speciality  was  local  trade  tokens.  He  carried  out  a  great  deal  of  research  on  these,  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
regret  that  he  did  not  publish  himself  in  this  field;  however,  he  generously  made  available  details  of  the 
Southampton  issuers  of  seventeenth-century  tokens  which  were  published  in  Wetton’s  Hampshire 
catalogue  in  1964  and  many  other  collectors  and  students  of  the  British  Token  series  generally  have 
cause  to  be  grateful  for  advice  he  always  willingly  offered. 

Harold  Good  will  be  missed  especially  in  the  South  and  West  for  the  work  he  did  in  constantly 
furthering  numismatics  in  the  area.  A  real  stalwart,  friend  and  sound  adviser  has  been  lost  to  both  the 
Southampton  and  Wessex  Numismatic  Societies.  E.R.L.

Update  on  Mindon  reverse  la  ( The  Die  Varieties  of  Nineteenth  Century  Burmese  Copper  Coins,  by  M. 
Robinson  and  L.  A.  Shaw):  As  a  result  of  the  first  printing  of  the  booklet  we  were  recently  able  to  obtain 
a  further  specimen  of  the  Mindon  la  reverse  (with  A1  obverse).  Having  examined  this  it  is  apparent  that 
one  feature  of  the  design  was  omitted  from  our  description.  This  is  that  the  wreath  has  berries  on  stalks, 
unlike  any  other  Mindon  reverse,  but  these  are  not  very  clear  on  Plate  2  no.  1.  Accordingly  we  show 
below  both  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  new  specimen,  and  a  slightly  better  photograph  of  the  coin  on 
Plate  2,  no.  1,  all  twice  actual  size.  The  berries  may  be  described  by  the  numerical  code  used  for  the 
Thibaw  reverses.  Although  the  dies  are  similar  they  are  not  identical;  note  for  example  the  differences  in 
the  clumps  of  leaves  on  the  outer  right  of  the  wreath.

Pre-Roman  gold  coins  found:  Two  rare  pre  Roman  gold  coins  dating  from  the  period  57—45  B.C.  have 
been  found  in  the  overgrown  garden  of  a  house  at  Burnham-on-Crouch,  Essex.  Mr  Michael  Day,  a 
solicitor's  clerk,  found  the  coins,  identified  as  Gallo/Belgic  staters  from  the  Ambiani  tribe,  while  clearing 
undergrowth.  An  inquest  will  be  held  later  this  month.  Daily  Telegraph,  5  July  1984 

Sir,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  Pembroke  Mintmasters  of  the  twelfth  century  (Mr  Hancock’s 
article,  June,  Bulletin ,  1984)  has  apparently  a  Hiberno-Norse  name:  GILLIPATRIC.  Names  beginning 
"GIL"  or  even  “KIL"  are  still  common  in  Ireland  although  this  prefix  originates  from  the  Gaelic 
" Giolla "  or  servant  (hence  also  the  Scots  "Gillie")  such  names  signify  a  Scandinavian  ancestry.  When 
the  Hiberno-Norse  became  Christian  and  began  to  integrate  with  the  Irish  they  took  Christian  names 
and  added  the  prefix  to  signify  they  were  a  follower  or  servant  of  the  particular  saint,  hence  in  this  case 
"GILLIPATRIC"  is  the  servant  of  St  Patrick.  Mr  Hancock  calls  this  mint-master,  "The  Enigmatic 
Gillepatric",  a  fitting  accolade  for  what  appears  to  be  a  Hiberno-Norse  craftsman  holding  an  official 
position  in  Norman  Wales  some  forty  years  before  the  Norman  invasion  of  Ireland  and  the  resultant 
destruction  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  culture.  M.  L.  Salter,  Dundalk 

Silver  coins  hidden  by  Royalist  tax  dodger:  A  lorry  driver  who  found  a  hoard  of  silver  and  gold  coins, 
hidden  by  a  Royalist  tax  dodger  during  the  Civil  War,  will  be  paid  their  full  market  value,  about 
£30,000.  Mr  Richard  Fisher,  of  Chalklands  Linton,  Cambridgeshire,  found  the  coins  in  a  rabbit  warren 
as  he  walked  along  a  stream  running  through  the  estate  of  Mr  Edmund  Vestey  at  Ashdon,  near  Saffron 
Walden,  Essex. 

Yesterday  an  inquest  at  Saffron  Walden  decided  that  the  1,112  coins  were  treasure  trove.  This  means 
the  British  Museum  and  local  museums  can  take  their  pick  of  the  coins  before  handing  the  remainder 
back  to  Mr  Fisher,  but  they  will  have  to  pay  full  market  prices  for  the  ones  they  choose.  Mr  Fisher  said 
yesterday  that  he  went  for  his  usual  walk  after  church  one  Sunday  last  March  and  found  one  silver  coin 
sticking  out  of  a  sandy  bank.  After  a  couple  of  pints  at  his  local  he  returned  with  his  wife  in  the  after¬ 
noon  and  they  found  another  748.  They  returned  the  following  Sunday,  after  telling  their  solicitor  of 
their  find,  and  took  out  the  remaining  silver  coins  plus  one  gold  one.  Then  they  informed  the  Vestey 
estate  of  their  haul.  Major  Patrick  Bell,  resident  agent  for  the  Vestey  estate,  told  the  inquest  that  he  also 
found  78  silver  coins  and  one  gold  coin. 

Mr  Edward  Besley,  curator  of  coins  and  medals  at  the  British  Museum,  said  the  hoard  consisted  of 
about  1,200  coins,  which  dated  from  Edward  VI  through  to  Charles  I.  He  believed  they  had  been  hidden 
by  someone  wishing  to  avoid  paying  a  Parliamentary  levy  during  the  Civil  War.  They  had  a  face  value 
when  they  were  hidden  of  £64.  He  said  the  treasure  would  have  paid  wages  for  a  skilled  worker  for  three 
years,  or  for  a  cavalryman  for  one  and  a  half  years.  Major  Bell  said  the  estate  would  make  no  claim  on 
the  coins  found  by  Mr  Fisher.  “Mr  Vestey  would  certainly  not  wish  to  do  that  and  we  wish  Mr  Fisher 
well".

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Anglo-Gallic  Coins.  By  E.  R.  Duncan  Elias.  Paris/London,  1984.  9j  x  6  j  ins.  vii  +  263  pp.,  illus. 
in  text.  Cased,  £20,  plus  £1.25  postage,  from  Seaby  Publications,  Audley  House,  11  Margaret  St., 
London  WIN  8 AT. 

It  is  now  sixty-four  years  since  L.  M.  Hewlett’s  Anglo-Gallic  Coinage  was  published  so  an  updated 
account  of  the  coins  struck  by  the  English  kings  and  princes  for  their  territories  in  France  is  particularly 
welcome.  Mr  Elias’s  long  interest  in  this  series  has  been  put  to  good  use.  His  careful  analysis  of  the  coins 
themselves,  their  weights  and  metal  content,  the  evidence  of  hoards  and  study  of  relevant  contemporary 
documents  has  led  to  a  revision  of  classification  and,  in  several  instances,  to  a  revised  chronology.  It  is  a 
fascinating  series;  there  are  relatively  few  really  common  coins  and  in  most  cases  the  base  metal  issues 
are  considerably  scarcer  than  denominations  in  precious  metal.  Many  problems  remain  unresolved  and 
the  author  has  demonstrated  that  there  are  opportunities  for  further  research,  particularly  if  hitherto 
unrecorded  material  comes  to  light. 

The  preface  is  contributed  by  Mme  Fran^oise  Dumas,  of  the  Bibliotheque  de  l'lnstitut  de  France,  and 
the  author  commences  with  an  historical  account  of  previous  works  on  the  coinage,  notes  on  classifica¬ 
tion  and  varieties,  names  of  coins,  lettering,  weights  and  alloys  and  rarity.  The  catalogue  itself  is  divided 
between  those  coins,  described  as  “French  provincial  coins  of  the  Plantagenets”,  i.e.,  coins  issued  by  the 
kings  of  England  and  their  relatives  in  their  capacities  as  dukes  or  lords  of  Aquitaine,  counts  of  Poitou 
and  Ponthieu,  etc.,  and  those  coinages  described  as  the  “Royal  French  coins  of  Henry  V  and  Henry  VI” 
which  were  issued  to  the  standard  of  the  French  regal  coinage  between  1417  and  1449  and  struck  either 
in  Normandy  or  in  the  hereditary  domains  of  the  kings  of  France.  In  all  some  320  main  types  are  listed 
with,  additionally,  over  460  varieties,  and  these  varieties  are,  in  the  main,  of  some  numismatic  sig¬ 
nificance  rather  than  accidental  variations  in  inscription.  Nearly  all  the  main  types  are  illustrated  in  the 
text  with  photographs  except  for  a  few  major  rarities  illustrated  by  line  engravings.  Tables  of  drawings 
of  the  gros  tournois  of  Edward  III  and  of  the  lion  deniers  of  the  first  three  Edwards  help  to  provide 
identification  at  a  glance  for  some  of  the  more  intricate  series.  There  is  also  a  key  to  the  privy-marks  of 
the  1327-61  period.  To  have  included  a  list  of  finds  with  the  types  and  numbers  represented  would  have 
been  of  interest  but  might  have  involved  considerable  additional  material  and  space,  but  it  is  a  pity  that 
room  was  not  found  for  a  concordance  with  Hewlett’s  numeration. 

The  author  has  been  at  some  pains  to  draw  together  the  evidence  of  contemporary  coinage  legislation 
and  mention  of  monies  of  account  and  has  linked  these  with  the  known  weights  and  Fineness  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  coins.  It  is  still  by  no  means  certain  which  are  the  earliest  Anglo-Gallic  coins.  Elias  gives  pride  of 
place  to  the  Aquitaine  deniers  bearing  the  name  (H)ENRICVS  REX  which  are  traditionally  put  at  the 
head  of  the  series,  though  he  points  out  that  there  is  no  firm  proof  that  these  are  a  coinage  of  Henry  II 
rather  than  Henry  III.  Further,  the  author  concedes  that  the  DVCISSIT  deniers  are  likely  to  be  an  issue 
of  the  Duchess  Eleanor,  but  he  puts  the  case  for  either  an  issue  of  1 185,  when  she  was  restored  to  her 
dower  estates,  or  after  Henry’s  death  in  1189.  He  also  gives  the  arguments  for  assigning  the  three- 
quarter  faced  Aquitaine  sterlings  to  the  period  1335-37  or  to  1344,  rather  than  to  the  reign  of  Edward 
II  as  had  been  proposed  by  G.  C.  Brooke  in  his  report  on  the  Carsphairn  find  and  accepted  by  Hewlett. 
The  maille  blanche  with  the  title  “DNS  HIBERNIE”  which  was  given  by  Hewlett  to  Edward  III  is  listed 
under  the  previous  reign  as  the  denomination  is  known  to  have  been  ordered  to  be  struck  at  the  Tower 
mint  in  1326  by  Edward  II  even  though  large  numbers  continued  to  be" struck  in  1327  and  1328.  Elias 
points  out  that  the  omission  of  the  Aquitaine  title,  and  its  substitution  by  that  of  Ireland,  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  though  Edward  had  resumed  the  governance  of  Aquitaine  during  the 
dispute  with  his  wife  and  son  the  king  was  no  longer  Duke  of  Aquitaine  as  that  title  had  been  vested  in 
his  son. 

It  has  just  been  announced  by  the  International  Association  of  Professional  Numismatists  that  this 
book  has  won  its  author  the  IAPN  Book  Prize  for  1984.

During  the  embalming  process  in  ancient  Egypt  the  heart  was  not  removed  from  the  body  along  with  other  intestines  but  left  in  place. 
A  large  hardstone  scarab  was  placed  amongst  the  bandages  in  the  appropriate  place  and  it  was  inscribed  on  the  base  with  a  version 
of  one  of  the  chapters  of  The  Book  of  the  Dead  that  was  appropriate  for  the  protection  of  the  heart.  In  this  example  we  have  a  slight¬ 
ly  garbled  version  of  Chapter  30,  “The  Chapter  of  not  letting  the  heart  of  a  man  be  driven  away  from  him  in  The  Underworld”.  It 
opens  “My  heart,  my  mother;  my  heart,  my  mother!  My  heart  of  my  existence  upon  earth.  May  naught  stand  up  to  oppose  me  in 
judgement . . .”.  In  the  Hall  of  Judgement  before  the  god  Osiris  the  dead  man’s  heart  would  be  weighed  in  the  balance  against  the 
Feather  of  Truth  (Ma'at).  This  scene  is  often  found  represented  in  the  tomb  chapels  of  the  nobles  of  the  New  Kingdom  and  in 
papyrus  copies  of  The  Book  of  the  Dead ,  one  of  the  finest  and  best  known  examples  being  that  of  the  scribe  Ani  in  the  British 
Museum  (No.  10470;  c.

Jupiter  Serapis  was  a  conflated  god  invented  by  the  Ptolemies  of  Egypt  in  the  3rd  century  B.C.  in  an  effort  to  unite  the  religious 
attitudes  of  the  Egyptians.  The  cult  spread  throughout  the  Roman  Empire,  a  temple  was  dedicated  to  him  at  York  and  a  splendid 
marble  bust  found  in  the  Mithraeum  in  London.  This  representation  appears  to  be  based  on  the  head  of  the  cult  statue  of  the  god 
from  his  major  temple,  the  Serapeum  at  Alexandria,  and  which  may  be  seen  in  the  Alexandria  Museum.

The  same  metal  wreath  can  be  recognised  on  the  coin  portraits,  and  underlines  how 
accurate  is  this  splendid  representation.

(retrograde)  B.  PISTRUCCI.  Probably  to  be  dated  in  the  1820s  when  Pistrucci  was  undertaking  work 
outside  of  his  official  duties  as  Engraver  at  The  Royal  Mint.  Length  of  intaglio,  2.6  cm  (ht.  overall  in 
mount  3  cm).  a  signed  piece  of  the  very  highest  quality  by  perhaps  one  of  the  finest  engravers 

ever  to  work  in  Britain  for  the  Royal  Mint ;  our  adjectives  are  inadequate  to  describe  this  outstanding
